OUT FOR MCLELLAN 


Sachem Murphy cnet Card 
Denouncing New York’s 
Mayor as a “Brazen 
Falsifier.” 


BIG EXPOSE IS COMING. 


Bitterness of the Contest. Expect- | 


ed to Reveal Inside History 
of Many Deals“ in 
Politics,

New York, Jan, 3.—[Special.}—It la war to 
the knife between Tammany and Mayor Mc- 
Clellan. All hopes of peace were shattered 
tonight, when Charles F. Murphy, leader of 
Tammany, issued a public statement * 


Y.“ and making a “ weak, silly, 
ous attempt to hide under an 
impertinent assumption of virtue.” 

It is declared that Murphy will follow up 
his attack on the mayor by revealing hitherto 
unknown chapters in the relations between 
McClellan and Tammany Hall. 

Mayor McClellan tonight is engaged im the 
preparation of a reply to Murphy's attack, 
and it will, it is expected, appear tomorrow. 

The war promises to be bitter from now on, 
and some highly interesting exposures of 
3 and Tammany methods are looked 

or. 

The relations between the mayor and Tram- 
many have been strained since the last cam- 
paign, but there were hopes of peace until 
the mayor refused to reappoint Election 
Commissioner Voorhis at Tammany’'s re- 
quest. In refusing, the mayor declared he 
no longer recognized “ the existing control 
of Tammany,” and that he could not “ toler- 
ate any relations with its present leader.” 


Murphy Scores McClellan. 
Murphy tonight issued thie statement: 
Whenever an official is compelled to ex- 

plain or excuse a betrayal of a public trust 
he must have recourse to the only two 
weapons available in such an emergency 
hypocrisy and falsehood. 

“It would have been much more manly in 
the mayor, though decidedly humiliating, if, 
in explaining his refusal to give Commis- 
sioner Voorhis a deserved reappointment he 
had spoken the truth, instead of resorting, 
as must be known to every one acquainted 
with the facts, to downright falsehood. 

“ Although named in strict conformity with 
the provisions of law by the democratic or- 
ganization of the county of New York for 
the place, and that, too, without a single dis- 
senting voice, Commissioner Voorhis was re- 
jected by the mayor not for any of the shuf- 
Hing reasons assigned but simply and solely 
because last fall, in the designation of the 
Gemocratic newspapers to publish the elec- 
tion 5 Co 12 sd sede re- 
fice 4 — . to the: satisfaction of 


the mayor's petty revenges upon the newspa- 
| pets which had harshly criticised him. In- 
| stead Commissioner Voorhis ineisted upon 


the observance of the letter and the spirit of 
the election law. 


Weak, Silly, Mendacious. 

“Bo all that the mayor says concerning 
his disinclination to recognize the existing 
control in Tammany Hall’ and his unwill- 
ingness to ‘tolerate any relations with its 
present leader’ is a weak, silly, and menda- 
cious attempt to hide under an impertinent 
assumption of virtue the real motive of an 
official act unworthy of any one claiming 
the possession of a single manly attribute. 

A to the present leader of Tammany 
Hall, let me observe that no man in the com- 
munity has held closer relations with him 
nor does any one know him more thoroughly 
than this same mayor. If any reason exists 
which justifies the breaking of the relations 
which have existed between the two men I 
do not know just what it may be, and I urge 
the mayor to make such reason public. 

“TI parted with the mayor after our last 
interview on friendly terms, as I was led to 
believe, and if at that time I was unworthy 
of association with any one who knew me, 
the mayor carefully concealed any knowl- 
edge he might have in that regard. 


Challenges the Mayor. 

% now earnestly invite him to take the 
public into his confidence as to any unworthy 
act of which I have ever been guilty and of 
which he has knowledge. Idefy him to name 
a single instance in which I have suggested 
or urged on behalf of the democratic organi- 
gation the appointment to public office of a 
man whose record and character would not 
compare favorably with his present ap- 
pointees and intimates. 

„ With a single comment, I submit, as a 
specimen of the mayor's regard for exactness 
of statement, the declaration of that official, 
‘I have no candidate for the leadership of 
Tammany hall, nor have I the least desire to 
involve myself with the aspirations of any 
one who is seeking such leadership. There 
has been no time when I have had such a can- 
didate or sought to control the organization.’ 

“ How greatly deluded have been both press 
and public as to the purpose of the mayor's 
every politica] move since entering upon his 


present term. The mayor is guilty of most 


brazen falechood. And so, too, I leave to the 
community acquainted with the mayor's sup- 
port of republican candidates, not in vindica- 
tion of principle, but purely as a matter of 
spite, the sincerity of his pretense that he 
‘will recognize and strengthen genuine 
democracy in this city.’ 

* Whether the mayor yearns for ‘a clean 
and efficient government’ can best be de- 
termined by the personnel of his advisers 
McCarren and O’Brien—men whose charac- 
ters are well known to the community.”

DRIVE WOMEN FROM STAGE. 


Actress Defends Production—Light on 
Remarkable Career. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

PARIS, Jan. 3.—A skétch styled “ A Dream 
of Egypt. which is ag objectionable as any- 
thing ever seen on the Parisian stage was 
produced tonight at the notorious Moulin 
Rouge, amid the greatest pandemonium in 
pit and gallery. The principals literally were 
driven from the theater, 

The production. was the work of the mar- 
quise de Morny, a niece of Napoleon. 

It was written by herself in collaboration 
with Mme. Gauthier Villare, the author of 
„Claudine and other decadent novels. 


Scene of Confusion. 

Before the eurtaln was raised a crowd of 
Bonapartists created an uproar for ten min- 
utes, and, when finally the curtain went up, 
disclosing the marquise working out a crypto- 
gram of the charm of life, after the fashion 
of Galatea, and a beautiful Egyptian mummy 
in the person of Mme, Tilly, the din was re- 
doubled. 

This was followed by a rain of missiles of 
every description, the audience even throw- 
ing boxes at the Women on the stage. In spite 
of this vociferous demonstration the women 
persisted in completing their act. 

When the curtain was rung down the crowd 
rushed toward the box occupied by Mme. 
Gauthier Villars and Mile. Polaire, who is 
starring in a stage adaptation of Claudine,“ 
and Hterally drove them from the theater. 


Marquise Defends Performance. 

The marquise, who is the divorced wife of 
the marquis de Belbeuf, already has achieved 
an unenviable reputation, and her heralded 
appearance on the stage brought out a storm 
of criticism. To this the marquise replied 
in a letter published this afternoon denying 
that her performance was intended to be 
suggestive and insisting that she meant to 
give an artistic reproduction of the manners 
of ancient Egypt. In defending her appear- 
ance on the stage the marquise says: 

“This does not constitute a disgrace to 
the French aristocracy, and a distinguished 
scion of this aristocracy, the prince de 
Broglie, has been earning his ving for some 
time past by conducting an orchestra in New 
Tork.“ 


Might Have Been Queen Dowager. 

The matfquise is the only surviving daugh- 
ter of the late duke de Morny. She married 
at the age of 19 a wealthy Bonapartist who 
helped to create Deauville, Jacques Godard, 
marquis de Belbeuf, and lived discordantly 
with him for four years, at the end of which 
they separated. She is now 43. Had her 
stepfather, the duc de Gesto, chosen she 
might now be queen dowager of Spain. 

The late King Alphonso conceived for her 
@ youthful passion which became stronger 
as they grew up, and he would have forsaken 
Elena Sanz had he been able to offer a crown 
to Sophie de Morny. Her brothers had been 
Alphonso's playmates in Paris and Ma@grid, 
and he often, at the Palais de Castille, carried 
Sophie on his back as 4 “ sack of wheat to 


take to the market.” 


The marquise ever since she and her hus- 
band separated has figured as a prodigal] 
daughter, and her family made her. à perpet- 
ual ward. Her fortune is great. The mar- 
quise derives inflammable creole blood from 
the Empress Josephine and Queen Hortense, 
the late duke de Morny’s mother. Her 


mother, a. Troubetskoy, Was said to have 


: Romanoff blood in her veins, and at.any rate’ 


was an undoubted Slav. 


Fad to Don Masculine Garb. 

The marquise has a fancy to appear as a 
femme-homime, not merely in her place near 
St. Léonard, but on the public highways. 
Some flats of her Italian villa, Les Bergeron- 
ettes, are let or lent every summer toactress- 
es of those theaters near Montmartre most 
patronized by the Grand Duke Vladimir and 
young gilt edged Russians. These women 
come down from Paris escorted by gentle- 
men who haunt their theatrical dressing 
rooms. But each season there is a different 
eet of escorting friends. 

The villa on one side looks down on a lawn 
that - slopes to a river alive with fish. The 
other side skirts the road and looks quiet 
as a convent. ‘One never sees & fair inmate 
near a window. The only sign that betrays 
their presence sometimes to the wayfarer 
is the singing of lively ditties to a piano- 
forte accompaniment. 


Gay Scenes for Tenants. 

The marquise drives about her tenants 
and their friends in a wagonet. The dis- 
trict being thickly studded with the chateaux 
of gilt edged aristocrats, some of whom be- 
long to the grand duke’s set, the actresses 
put on their war paint and don country 
costumes. They seem to be made up for 
the footlights. This would not strike the 
chatelains who might see them in the road 
as incongruous but as showing an amiable 
wish to please. This wish, as revealed in 
paint and glowing heads of hair, captivates 
Frenchmen, The marquise, dressed in some 
sort of a skin tight masculine suit, more or 
less opéra comique, holds the reins and puffs 
a cigar or cigaret. She and the rest of the 
company seem to enjoy themselves vastly. 
They hold their high spirits in reserve for 
the lawn or fishing parties.

LANDLORDS TO BLAME, TOO. 


Men Who Bar Dogs and Babies“ One 
Cause of Low Birth Rate. 


New York, Jan. 3.—[Special.]~In a new 
book, The American Idea, Lydia Kings- 
mill Commander, New York writer, lecturer, 
and equal suffrage advocate, has embodied 
the result of three years’ study of the problem 
of the family and race suicide in America. 
She blames the tandiord, at least in New 
York, for encouraging race destruction, but 
the root of the evil, she declares, springs from 
economic conditions. 

Mrs. Commander is the wife of Herbert N. 
Casson, author of many works on socialism 
and labor. They met at the Ruskin colony, 
in Tennessee, eight years ago, and recognized 
in each other their soul affinity. Neither was 
willing to sink his or her individuality, and, 
believing that marriage should be a union of 
love, they wrote their own marriage lines. 

Virtually it was a trial marriage. 


Pay Envelope Keeps Stork Away. 

Americans, she believes, are victine of cir- 
cumstances. So long as we remained a pas- 
tora) people the birth rate was large, but the 
pay envelope man will never rear a large 
family. His conditions of existence are too 
precarious. 

„% Race suicide,“ said Mrs. Commander, in 
discussing the advance notice of her book,

found, she says, that on Manhattan island 
children and dogs were classed alike. “‘ We 
never take either,“ was the almost universal 
statement of landlords to her. The only 
tenants I will accept are married couples 
without children,’’ said several house owners, 


Rich Women Least Maternal. 

“There is a stretch of fifteen blocks on 
Fifth avenue, says Mrs, Commander, in 
which there are only fifteen children. - It is 
here—where women have unlimited leisure 
and liberty—that fewest children are to be 
found. 1 visited twenty-two apartment 
houses, containing 485 families, in which 
there were just 54 children, or about one child 
to every nine families. 

Mre. Commander attacks those who would 
prevent working women from becoming 
mothers. 

„It is Uke asking her to choose between 
her right hand and her eyesight,” she says. 
„he is entitled to both. A perfect woman- 
hood requires both work and motherhood. 
It is @ national mistake to put barriers in the 
way of capable, energetic women to become 
mothers. It is too much like the policy of 
ancient Greece. 


Child Hinders Race for Dollar. 
“The idle women now maintained are sup- 
ported at the expense of a working child- 
hood. The wealth that might be produced 
by women now employed, their energies g- 
ing to waste, would keep and care for and 
educate all the million and three-quarters of 
miserable foiling child slaves who are grow- 
ing into stuffied and dwarfed manhood end 
The nation cannot afford work- 
ing babies and idle women.”

STREET CAR EMPLOYES GET 
LIGHT ON TRACTION PLAN. 


Attorney Tone’s Objections to Ordinance 
Apparently Explained Away by Spe- 
cial Counsel for the City. 


A committee of six, representing 10,000 em- 
ployés of the north, south, and west side 
street railway employés, had a conference 
yesterday with Walter L. Fisher, special 
traction counsel for the city. J. H. Larkin, 
president of division 241 of the Union Trac- 
tion company, was spokesman. 

The street car employés wanted informa- 
tion concerning the alleged jokers ’’ in the 
traction ordinances which had been pointed 
out the day before by D. K. Tone, attorney 
for the Chicago Federation of Labor. They 
were especially desirous of knowing how 
union or nonunion labor would be affected, 
the number of hours, and wages. 

Mr. Fisher told them what most of them 
knew before, that the ordinances, under a 
fundamental principle of law, could not 
make any distinction as to the class of labor. 
He said the ordinances provided for the kind 
of service the public was.to get, and he ex- 
plained away Mr. Tone’s objections so that 
Mr. Larkin, as he left the uffice, announced 
that he for one, was satisfied. 


Tone’s Objections to Be Met. 


“All of Mr. Tone’s objections,” said Mr. 
Fisher, in so far as they have any color or 
claim, or appear to have, will ha covered by 
specific language that will be open to no mis- 
construction. Of course, I can't meet his ob- 
jections as to the valuation of properties. 
Provisions had to be made for contingencies 
and all that was taken up first as a question 
of law. There are many amendments to be 
made yet and it doesn’t make any difference 
whether Mr. Tone made his objections at the 
proper time or not they will receive as care- 
ful consideration as the objections of any one 
else.“ 

Mr. Fisher declined to state just how the 
Chicago City railway will acquire legal au- 
thority to extend its system to the north 
side, failing a satisfactory settlement with 
the city on the part of the Union Traction 
company. 

The amendment to the City railway’s char- 
ter giving it this right has been prepared, but 
all the traction counsel haven't agreed to it. 
Attorney Tone says it can't be done, except 
by reorganizing the Chicago City railway 
company and selling to another company, 
which would operate the entire north, south, 
and west side systems. That is his plan. At- 
torney Fisher has another, under which a 
new north side company is to lease its rights 
to the Chicago City railway company. 

It was pointed out that the board of di- 
rectors of the Chicago City railway has full 
corporate powers under its charter, Conse- 
quently the directors have the right to waive 
any franchise rights without a meeting of 
the stockholders. 


Harlan Asks More Changes. 


John Maynard Harlan, special attorney 
for the recéivers of the Union Traction com- 
pany, took over to Mr. Fisher in the after- 
noon a redraft of the several times redrafted 
ordinance of that corporation.

The town council of Glencoe last night 
passed an ordinance, at a meeting attended 
by a large part of the population of the sub- 
urb, giving to the Chicago and Milwaukee 
Electric railway a right of way through the 
town. The ordinance, said to meet general 
approval, since no objection was voiced, pro- 
vides in its different clauses that:

The discussion of the franchise is the re- 
sult of heated public interest which caused 
the council to send out petitions asking the 
opinion of the voters.

Trustees Say Civie Societies May 
Judge if Union Is to Hold 
the Upper Hand. 


The public is to be given a chance to make 
known its views on the plan to give the union- 
ized school teachers and Margaret Haley a 


hand in the government of the school system. 


An old fashioned town meeting—such @ 
meeting as was held in Fullerton hall to 
consider the Post report—is to be called by 
the board of education to discuss the report 
presented by Dr. Cornelia De Bey’s commit- 
tee providing for the organization of the 
teaching force into an advisory body. 

Members declared that those who believe 
the organization of the advisory. counelils 
practically would give the school system into 
the control of Margaret Haley, since she is 
the teachers’ leader, will be given a chance 
to air their opinions with as much vigor as 
they have a mind to. 


Expect to Get Inspiration. 

The meeting is to be called as.a result of 
the feeling in the school board that the public 
meeting on the question of adopting the 
Post report resulted in the establishment, of 

a far better promotional system than was at 
* outlined by Mr. Post and his committee. 

Although definite arrangements for the 
meeting have not yet been made Trustees 
Post and Wiley W. Mills declared during the 
day that the more prominent civic organiza- 
tions of the city will be asked to take part. 
It is probable that the meeting will de held 
on Jan. 16. 

The question of holding the meeting was 
brought up at a meeting of the subcommit- 
tee on the Post report of the school manage- 
ment committee held in the rooms of the 
board late in the afternoon. 


Will Take Up Amendments. ; 

This committee also set Monday night for 
a meeting at which all proposed amendments 
to the Post promotional system will be taken 
up and discussed. Among these amend- 
ments is the one urged by Miss Jane Addams 
providing for a division of the teachers into 
four classes instead of two. Under the re- 
port as it now stands teachers are clagsed 
either as “ efficient’ or inemcient.“ 

The Addams amendment establishes the 
following four grades of efficiency: 

Efficient plus. 

Efficient. 

Efficient minus. 

Inefficient. 

According to the plan of Miss Addams a 
mark of inefficient will amount to discharge 
from the service. 

On Monday night the committee also will 
take up the question of making the Post 
promotional system apply to elementary 
school head assistants and principals and to 
high school teachers. The question of 
method of promoting special teachers also 
will be considered. 

Jan. 9 at 8 p. m. was set as the time for 
considering the question of reorganizing the 
board of district superintendents. At that 
time the school management committee will 
hold agspecial meeting and the fight to re- 
organize Supt. Cooley’s cabinet will be begun. 


Hear Threats of Suits. 

Announcement was made by Alwart Bros. 
and the Anthracite-Bituminous Coal com- 
panies during the day that they propose to 
bring suit against the board of education 
next week to compel the board to pay to the 
two companies the 75,000 due them on back 
deliveries. 

This information was given out by the 
heads of the two concerns following a hot 
exchange of letters between them and Presi- 
dent Emil W. Ritter of the board. 

In his final letter to President Ritter, Presi- 
dent G. Egloff of Alwart Bros. charges Mr. 
Ritter with having attempted to manufac- 
ture excuses in defense of the failure of the 
board to pay its coal bills, and concludes: 

It will not be necessary for you to take 
any action on our part as a determination 
to refrain from carrying out the contract 
made with you, as you have already in your 
hands express formal notification that by 
reason of your repeated, persistent, and un- 
justifiable default in payment of the money 
admitted to_be due to us we have elected 
to terminate and annul our contract with 
vou.“ 


Fight Office Boys’ Salary. 

A fight on the question of raising the 
salaries of the office boys in the employ of 
the board is to be made by the federationists 
in the board on the ground that office boys 
should not be granted more pay than school 
teachers. 

The recommendation on which the fight is 
to be made calls for the granting of increaseg 
as follows to office boys: 

Harry J. Crowley, from $600 to $800. 

Edward J. Dwyer, from $450 to $800. 

Edward Delehanty, fram $600 to $800. 

Henry Christiansen, from $400 to $500. 

At a time when the cry of shortage in 
funds is constantly heard whenever a sug- 
gestion of giving more salary to teachers 
is suggested,“ declared Trustee Mills, it 
does not seem consistent to grant increases 
in other departments. After twelve or thir- 
teen years of work and after having received 
special training for the work a teacher often 
receives only $800 a year, and it seems to me 
that the service of a good teacher is worth 
more than the service of a good office boy.“ 


Painter May Bring Charges.

Carcasses for Local Market After Jan. 
15 Must Bear City’s as Well as Gov- 
ernment’s Stamp of Approval. 


„ Fish Murray, chief food inspector, has 
issued a mandate that after Jan. 15 next 
every section of a carcass sold to a Chicago 
butcher or destined for sale within the city 
limits must bear the stamp of ap 2 ~ 
the Chicago health department. 
of the local inspectors will be Ke. 
of and in addition to the stamp of the gov- 
ernment inspectors. 

During last month 400 emaciated cattle 
which had been. approved by the federal 
officials were condemned and ordered to be 
tanked by Inspector Murray’s men. 

Since the establishment of. the new meat 
inspection regulations the relations between 
city health officials and government inspect- 
ors at the stockyards have not always been 
cordial, and instances in which meat passed 
by the government has been condemned by 
the city have been increasing in frequency. 

The immediate cause of the new fegulation, 
however, is the discovery by the health de- 
partment that two of the ee houses, 
which do only a local business and conse- 
quently are not under federal inspection, 
have been sending out meat without any in- 
spection. These establishments are those 
of Henry Guth, at Thirty-ninth and Halsted 
streets, and David Levi, at Thirty-ninth 
street and a Packers’ avenue.

Congressman - ‘Madden will introduce this 
week in congress a resolution that will give 
the city and the sanitary district the right 
to run two conduits across the Illinois and 
Michigan canal, so as to afford an outlet into 
the drainage canal. 

These conduits and their laterals will give 
drainage to the district bounded by Western 
avenue on the east, the sanitary district on 
the north, the city limits on the west, and 
Bighty-seventh street on the south. 


Conduits Across “Tadpole Ditch.” 

It is proposed to run the main conduits 
across the tad pole ditch ”’ at Western ave- 
nue and.at Kedzie avenue: Altogether there 
will’ be twelve to fifteen miles of. sewers. 
Bubbly creek: will ‘be drained fer one.thing, 
and most of the expense of this will be borne

MAPES QUITS NEW THEATER; 
TALKS OF “TOO MANY COOKS.” 


Mrs. James A. Herne, Who Is Respon- 
sible for Staging of “Dora,” Is Now 
Dramatic Director. 


The New theater has a new dramatic di- 
rector. Victor Mapes, who has occupied that 
position ever since the playhouse opéned 
last October, yesterday resigned and ‘his 
resignation was accepted immediately by the 
trustees of the institution. Mrs. James A. 
Herne, who its responsibie for the staging of 
the performances of Dora.“ being given 
this week at the theater, will succeed to the 
dramatic directorship. 

In explaining the causes of hie resigna- 
tion Mr. Mapes said: 

“I came to Chicago under a contract which 
gave me absolute contro) of the New thea- 
ter’s dramatic affairs. I found, however, 
that my ideas of the kind of plays which 
should be presented were not In accord with 
those of the trustees. I did my best to give 
both their convictions and mine a fair test, 
but matters have come to such a point that 
I cannot with dignity and satisfaction defy 
the people whose money is in the venture. 
Suggestions from the board of trustees had 
reached the point of insistence and there was 
no way for me to go on consistently. I have, 
therefore, thought it best to let them try 
to work out the salvation of the New thea- 
ter as they think best. My relation with the 
enterprise has come to an amicable termina- 
tion. 

believe that a theater cannot succeed 
without a broad foundation of public sup- 
port, and that the New theater's function is 
to present new American plays of a sane, 
normal appeal. I am convinced that there 
is not in Chicago at the present time a suffi- 
cient. public for the superfine, the exotic, and 
the weird. Yet the trustees had an inclina- 
tion to disregard the public and to give plays 
that. pleased their personal tastes. Each 
man had his own opinion, and the situation 
resolved itself into a case of too many cooks 
spoiling the broth.

“TI 
didn't see how I could do anything else, His 
young wife came In here with an infant in her 
arms and begged me to set her husband free.“ 

Judge Cleland, in announcing his decision 
on the other pardon cases, said he would 
take no further steps in the matter; as he 
beHeved Mayor Dunne had been ill advised. 

Judge Cleland said he had received many 
condemnatory anonymous letters and had 
been threatened with mob violence, but that 
would not deter him from measuring out 
justice fearlessly.

ANOTHER’ BAPTIST APTIST MINISTER PUB- 
LISHES STARTLING BOOK. 


Volume Written by the Rev. Dr. Will- 
iam C. Selleck of Providence, R. I., 
and Issued by Chicago University. 
Press Assails Traditional Inter- 
pretation of the Old and New res- 
taments—Urges a More Rational 
View of Scriptural Teachings. 


The Rev. Dr. William C. Selleck, pastor of 
First Baptist church, Providence, R. I., has 
just written a book, The New Appreciation 
of the Bible,“ issued yesterday by the Chi- 
cago University press, in which he tears 
down many of the popular fancies of ortho- 
dox Christianity, lauds the higher criticism, 
and presents a new view of the bible's value. 

Many of his theories are identical with 
those of Prof. George B. Foster of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, whose recent volume, The 
Finality of the Christian Religion, caused a 
stir in theological circles. 

By false methods of interpretation, or 
the. absense of all method,” his book says,

“It contains history, philosophy, poetry of 
many kinds, fiction, love stories, a hymn 
book, collections of maxims for practicai 
conduct, brief biographies, letters of spiritual 
counsel and friendly correspondence, and 
ecstatic visions of seera and dreamers, along 
with sermons that rebuke sin and plead for 
uprightnees with passionate ardor. 

And the quality ot ts utterances ranges 
from the childish notions of a primitive peo- 
ple just emerging from slavery and from the 
moral pessimism of a satiated sensualist, tu 
the ‘sublimest and most comprehensive 
thought of the greatest spiritual teacher the 
world has ever known. 

Inaccuracies in Scripture. 

Writing of the traditional view of 
bible, Dr. Selleck declares: 

„ Considered with reference to.the present 
age, it has been or is now an unfortunate 
view; it has been narrow, and therefore 
cramping to the human mind; it has been 
rigid, and therefore has allowed little room 
for progress on the part of those holding it— 
so much so, indeed, that nearly all progress 
has had to bear the stigma of heresy; it has 
begotten idolatry, and therefore made the 
bible a fetich.“ 

Dr. Selleck states also that the Bible is 
full of inaccuracies historically and scien- 
tifically, that the story of the creation is 
unscientific, that nearly anything can be 
proved by the Bible, that the real authors 
of many of the books of the new and old 
testaments are unknown, and that Christ 
was not quoted until a generation after his 
dea lh.

HILL ASKS GRAIN RELIG. 


CRUSADER AGAINST BAD ELE- 
VATORS WROTH AT STATE. 


Tells Gov. Deneen, Attorney General 
Stead, and State’s Attorney Healy 
He is a Dangerous Element Be- 
cause of Insistence—Wants Au- 
thorities te Take Stand in Regula- 
tion of Warehouses—Demands Law 
Violators Be Brought te Time. 


John Hill Jr., In resuming his crusade 
against grain elevator concerns, yesterday 
took the state authorities severely to task 


for not prosecuting these alleged violators of 


the laws providing for the handling of grain 
in public warehouses. He addressed a long 
letter of protest to Gov. Deneen, Attorney 
General Stead, and State’s Attorney Healy in 
which he urged immediate and vigorous 
action on their part. 

The former fighter of bucketshops is wroth 
ower the delay of the authorities in remedy- 
ing conditions which, he maintains, are 
working immeasurable injury to the general 
grain business. Several. weeks ago Mr. Hill 
addressed a letter of protest against “ lax- 
ity in enforcing the laws” to the governor, 
the attorney general, and the state’s attor- 
ney. The “follow up expresses greater 
determination on his part to bring the vio- 
lators of the law to their knees. 


oF Letter to State Authorities. 

In part his letter read: 

“In the great state of Illinois today it 
is apparently criminal to ask that the laws 
be enforeed against the rich, The respect 
for men is in proportion to the wealth they 


is little left of manhood; it is a poor asset. 
These assertions can be verified and em- 
phatically brought home to the heart and 
mind of any citizen who 18 foolish enough 
to insist that the laws be enforced against 
the rich as well as against the poor.

“BOOM FOR DUNNE 
GIVEN UTTERANCE 


County Chairman 0’Connell 


Says Mayor Is the Only Man 
Who Can Win Victory. 


|| PARTY HARMONY DEAD 2 


‘Leaders at Loggerheads on Ques- 
tion of Candidate and United 
Action Seems Remote. 


Mayor Dunne’s campaign for renomination 
by the democratic party came out in the 
open yesterday. That he is a candidate has 
been no secret, but formal announcement 
was lacking. This missing bit of evidence 
was supplied during the day by William L. 
O’Connell, chairman of the democratic coun- 
ty central committee and the mayor's com- 
missioner of public works. 

Mr. O’Connell issued a statement that the 
present mayor is the best candidate who 
could be nominated by the democratic party, 
and made it plain that the mayor will be in 
the primaries March 1. 

A couple of weeks ago the fact that Mr. 
Dunne was a candidate was announced by 
John P. Tansey, secretary of the committee. 
The mayor immediately replied that he had 
authorized no one to make such an announce- 
ment for him and thus left the matter up in 
the air again. 


Leaders at Loggerheads. 

Mr. O'Connell allowed this perturbation 
to subside and now has opened up the may- 
or's campaign “for keeps.“ In the mean- 
time, Mr. Tansey has been working for Oar- 
ter H. Harrison, and the democratic commit- 
tee is getting split up in worse fashion every 
minute. 

The chairman is for Dunne, the secretary 
is for Harrison, Roger Sullivan is for neither, 
Kenna and Coughlin are for Kenna and 
Coughlin, Loeffler and Brennan are supposed 
to be for Harrison, Powers says he’s for 
Dunne, Quinn is for Harrison, and a major- 
ity of the committee are at sea. 


Claims Much for Dunne. 

Mr. O’Connell’s statement is ua pri- 
manly for the purpose of showing where he 
is “at,” and, secondarily. te indicate that 
the mayor will be a candidate in the demo- 
cratic primaries. He says: 

After carefully considering the mayoralty situa- 
tion from a democratic point of view I am con- 
vinced that Mayor Dunne is the strongest candi- 
date that can be brought forth dy the party. Ae 
mayor he has served the best interests of the gen- 
era? public at all times and has accomplished 
much that should entitle him to the eupport of 
all citigens who favor honesty, efficiency, and im- 
partiality tm public office. During hie adminis- 
tration he has accomplished the following: 

A reduction in the price of gas to the consumers 
from $1 to 85 cente a thousand cubic feet. 

A reduction tn the price of water to meter con- 
sumere to 7 cents a thousand gallons. 

Negotiations now pending providing for the re- 
duction in the price of telephone service. 

He has enforced the ordinance relating to weights 
and measures, thereby insuring to the public a 
proper return for money spent. He has enforced 
the pure food law. which insures the sale of whole- 
some food. He has enforced the city ordinances 
at all times fairly and impartially. 

To win a victory in the coming mayoralty cam- 
paign the democrats must have a united and har- 
monious party supporting their nominee. I believe 
that Mayor Edward F. Dunne is the only man that 
can bring about this result. 

Therefore, I believe if the democrats are de- 
girous of elécting a mayor at the coming election 
they should renominate our present mayor and 
a victory will be the result. 


Hopes for Hearstites’ Aid.

In all the tribulations of the democratic 
organization the mayor has maintained his 
party standing without deviating in the di- 
rection of the Independence league or any 
other irregularity.“ He worked with Mr. 
Hearst’s local aids until the break came with 
the organization and then he went with the 
organization. 

He and his advisers have been careful to 
kesp his party affiliations in such shape 
as to present him as a candidate of flawless 
democracy when the time came. Mr. O' Con- 
nell has been connected with the Sullivan 
element in the committee, which need not 
mean anythingvas indicating Mr. Sullivan’s 
present position, but at the same time if any- 
thing brings the national committeeman to 
Dunne it will be the danger of Carter H. 
Harrison’s nomination.

TGORROTE LIFE IN RELICS. 


FIELD COLUMBIAN MUSEUM HAS 
UNIQUE COLLECTION. 


Ethnological Material from Philip- 
pine Islands, Collected by Assistant 
Curator 8. Chapman Simms During 
Six Months of Exploration, Arrives 
in Chieago and Will Soon Be Piaced 


‘on View—Another Expedition ‘Now | 


in Orient and Third Forming. 


The Field Columbian museum has in its 
possession the largest collection of Igorrote 
ethnological material in the world, The ma- 
terial, which was gathered by 8. Chapman 
Simms, assistant curator of the department 
of ethnology, in the course of a six months’ 
tour of the island of Luzon, arrived at the 
museum this week and is being prepared 
for exhibition. 

The collection forms a complete epitome 
of the daily life of the various tribes of the 
provinces of Benguat, Lepanto-Bontoc, 
Nueva Viscaya, and Ambayran, which make 
up the island of Luzon. Wooden dishes, 
carved in curious shapes out of single blocks 
of wood, hammered metal pots, specimens of 
spears, shields, head axes, head baskets, 
and the bolos, the native knife, headgear of 
every description, idols, woven baskets, and 
firemaking devices are only a few of the 
articles included. This material will be ar- 
ranged to represent the career of the Ig- 
orrote from birth to the grave. 


Exhibit Cannot Be Duplicated. 

A unique feature of the collection is that, 
although it is not historical in character, it 

will be impossible in a few years to duplicate 
it. So far as has been learned, there is prac- 
tically no archeological or historical ma- 
terial on the island. The only weapons and 
implements to be found are those in use by 
the present inhabitants. On the other hand, 
with the advance of civilization in the islands 
as the result of the protectorate of the Unit- 
ed States these will disappear in a short time. 
The collection represents the last phase of a 
disappearing savagery. 

Grain Merchant Provides Funds. 

Mr. Simms’ expedition was one of three 
provided for through the generosity of Robert 
F. Cummings, a Chicago grain merchant. 
A second exploring party is now in iae 
Philippines doing anthropometric work, and 
the third will be organized in a short time. 
Together, they will form a complete survey 
of the Philippine archipelago. 

“The tribes among whom I traveled are 
wholly undivilized,’’ said Mr. Simms, in 
speaking of his expedition, but I really 
wasn't in danger at all. The Igorrotes, who 
are short, were interested in a tall man. My 
principal difficulty was to keep my e 
from being stolen.“

RECEPTION A BRILLIANT SCENE. 


President and Mrs. Roosevelt Receive 


Gorgeously Arrayed Diplomats 
at the White House. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—[Special.]— 


Washington's most brilliant social event of 


the official season took place tonight when 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt held their an- 
nual state reception to the diplomatic corps. 
Practically every foreigner accredited to this 
post was Most of the ambasea- 
dors and ministers appeared in uniforms 
and their breasts glittered with decorations 
and orders studded with precious stones. 

The Austrian ambassador, Baron Hengel- 
müller, wore his Hungarian uniform of wine 
coloreé velvet, brocaded with threads of gold, 
and a fur lined cape hanging from his shoul- 
ders. Baron Speck von Sternburg, German 
ambassader, as usual, was clad in his 
gorgeous electric bie uniform with trappings 
of silver. Secretaries and attachés wore the 
uniforms of their regiments, some white, 
some and white, some pale blue, and 
some navy blue, all effective and picturesque. 
All the women of the diplomatio corpe and 
the women invited to meet them were in 
handsome gowns and jewels. 

Justices of the Supreme court, senators 
and representatives, officers of the army and 
navy, and the most fashionable of the resi- 
dential set were invited tonight with the 
women of their families to meet members

ROOSEVELT DIRECTS AN APPEAL 


President Interested in Employers’ Lia- 
bility Act Passed at Last Congress 
| and Held Invalid. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 8.—The recent de- 
cisions by Judge Evans in the federal court 
at Louisville and by Judge McCall in the fed- 
eral court at Memphis, declaring unconstitu- 
tional the employers’ Mability act passed at 
the last session of congress, were brought to 
President Roosevelt's attention today, and 
the announcement was made at the White 
house that the president will direct that an 
appeal be taken from these decisions. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is greatly interested in this 
act, and earnestly recommended to congress 
at its last session that it be passed.

would be as conservative as he is honest. 
There is no possibility, however, that either 
of these two senators could command the 
Npolta support of his own state under the sys- 
tem of district representation which holds 
good in republican national campaigns. 

From this analysis of the situation im the 
Mississippi valley it is to see what the 
politicians are driving at when they call at- 
tention to the fact that Ohio, Indiana, Illi- 
nols, Wisconsin, and Iowa each have two 
possible candidates for the presidency, so 
that five states in the middle west have ten 
candidates for the highest office in the gift 
ef the people. In each case, as it is pointed 
out, the selection of either man would cause 
more or less soreness, and in each case the 
candidate le hemmed in by rival candidates 
in neighboring states, so that the Hability of 
amy particular concentration in the middle 
west on any one man is deemed to be ex- 
tremely small. 

Good Chance for Hughes. 

For this reason, if for no other, attention ia 
being called to the favorable situation of 
Gov. Hughes. The only other New York man 
likely to become a candidate is Elihu Root. 
He has not made headway. Heiga great law- 
yer beyond peradventure, and would make a 
splendid senator. Mention of his name for 
the presidency has at no time excited the 
slightest enthusiasm. Mr. Root’s capacity 
ig so excessively intellectual that he does 
not attract men to him. He ie not a particu- 
larly good mixer, and if forced into a cam- 
paign for votes would not be likely to arouse 
1 in the workers who called upon 

m. 

Other things being equal, President Roose- 
velt probably would have chosen Mr. Root 
as his successor, but he long ago recognized 
that public opinion did not seem to take 
kindly to the idea of the secretary of state 
as presidential candidate. This leaves New 
York practically with only one stick of presi- 
dential timber, and that of course is still in 
the rough. 

There is but little chance of the candidate 
coming out of New England There is no 
man there who towers over his fellows suffi. 
ciently to make his choice expedient from a 
political point of view. Senator Crane of 
Massachusetts has been talked of by some 
of his admirers as a possible presidential 
candidate. He is one of that class of men 
of whom there are tens of thousands in Amer- 
ica who would make a good president just 
as he is making a most excellent senator. He 
represents the new thought in New England 
politics, and it would be worth while remem- 
bering that if a western man is chosen for 
the presidential candidate Senator Crane 
would make an admirable running mate and 
would command in his own person the respect 
and confidence of the business element of the 


east. 
New York’s Only Man. 

Simmered down, Hughes is the one pos- 
sible eastern candidate. If he makes good 
as governor during the next year, it will be 
difficult to prevent his serious consideration 
by the convention, which meets a year anda 
half from now. For the first time in many 
years New York republicans are reasonably 
well united. There are reminiscences of old 
fights and the scars of the old sores are still 
visible.

evils connected with the admitted lack of 
cars can be cured offhand through a lit- 
tle summary legislation enacted by an 
omniscient congress. 

The commission says that “the prob- 
lem is one that is much deeper and much 
broader than a mere lack of cars and 
‘engines. It is one in which is involved 
every factor in railroading—the construc- 
tion, the operation, the maintenance, and 
the financing of the railroad. The in- 
‘ability of the shipper to secure a car may 
be but a symptom of a deep seated and 
organic trouble.” The commission speci- 
fies half a dozen possible “ real causes” 
of a car shortage. The operating official's 
of a road may be incompetent and unfit. 
Shall congress require officials to meas- 
ure up to a certain standard of efficiency 
and provide for their removal] if they do 
not come up to it? With another road 
the trouble may be that it is unable to 
get the labor and materials necessary for 
the proper enlarging of its facilities. 
When a road is in that rens congress 
can do nothing to help it out. 

The commission goes on to sty that its 
enumeration of causes is not exhauSted. 
Many industrial and economic factors 
must be considered so that one may not 
lightly say what are the multitudinous 
considerations which necessarily enter | 
into so simple a question as the reason 
why a railroad car is not at once forth- 
coming when ordered.” Some men assert 
that cars always would be forthcoming if 
it suited the railroads. They are for a 
law fining a road when it fails to turn 
over to a shipper a car on demand. The 
commission thinks such a law might in 
some cases revolutionize the methods of 
‘delinquent roads, but it is not demon- 
strated by experience” that of itself it 
will enable the roads to render adequate 
service. : : 

In a perfect world there would be per- 
fect railroad systems operated by men 
abundantly endowed with foresight. 
‘Thanks to that foresight, they would in- 
variably anticipate the needs of shippers 
and have in readiness at any moment the 
exact number of cars required. But in 
this imperfect world neither the interstate 
commerce commission, if it had that con- 
trol of railroad operation as some have 
suggested, nor the shippers themselves, if 
it were intrusted to them, would always 
have sufficient foresight. 

The commission says that tn due time 
it will make special recommendations as 
to whatever legislation, if “any, may be 
deemed advisable. In view of the intri- 
cacy and profundity of the question it has 
been studying it may approach the matter 
of legislative remedies with some timidity. 
It is doubtful whether congress, with. all 
its wisdom, can lay down workable rules 
for the handling of railroad freicht.' The 
present methods are far from being satis- 
factory, as men who have deen in the 
railroad business all their lives freely ad- 
mit. But probably it is to those men 
rather than to the statesmen at Washing- 
ton that the shippers will have to look for 
relief. Here and there are instances of 
gross mismanagement which legislation 
can rectify, but railroad operation, taken 
as a whole, is a bit of complex mechanism 
which amateurs ought not to attempt to 
regulate too far. 
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HOW TO MAKE BLOCK SYSTEM SAFE. 

In a secret effort to put to proof the 
carelessness and efficiency-of its engineers 
and. train crews, the Northwestern rail- 
way last year made a series of surprise 
tests,” resulting in the main agreeably to 
the best expectations. It was- demon- 
strated that out of 1,625 tests of faithful- 
ness in obeying the block signals there 
was not a single instance of failure to 
comply with the regulations. With re- 
spect to 1,621 tests of other descriptions 
there were only sixteen bases where the 
rules were not absolutely obeyed, a failure 
of only 1 per cent. As a result of these 
failures ten engineers were summarily 
discharged and the other offenders were 
severely reprimianded. They Were told in 
plain language that it was no fault of 
theirs that an accident had not occurred, 
and tliat they had done everything in their 
power to contribute such accident. 
This rigorous inspection and the certainty 
of swift punishment have not failed to 
bring the employés to un appreciation of 
their duty and to reduce to a minimum 
the chances of a railway horror. 

The point of this demonstration, apart 
from its application to one system, Is that 
what has been accomplished by the North- 
western may be as easily brought about 
by any railway in the country: It shows 
with sufficient clearness that a rigorous 
and effective discipline is all that is neces- 
sary to the elimination of a too frequent 
cause of peril, and that it lies within the 
power of railway officials to make the 
block system a safeguard against terrible 
disasters such as have so recently shocked 
the country. The example set by the 
Northwestern is commended to other 
roads as one worthy to follow. The 
sooner employés learn that rules are made 
to be observed, and that the failure of 
such observance has direct and disagree- 
able personal consequences, the sooner 
will come the public assurante that the 
roads are doing everything in their power 
to secure the safety of the traveler. 


THE MAYOR’S PARDONS. 

The charter under which Chicago is now 
working empowers the mayor to release 
any person imprisoned for violation of a 
city ordinance. The power has been con- 
stantly used, sometimes wisely: and some- 
times not, by successive mayors, The power 
should be vested in somebody, for there 
are often cases where there are valid rea- 
sons for letting a prisoner go before he 
has worked out his fine at the rate of 50 
cents a day. 

For one man who has been pardoned on 
the strength of evidence showing that jus- 
tice or humanity demanded his release, a

release of a prisoner it should be referred 
to the judge who heard the case for his 
opinion.

In that case the judge would say so. 

If release is asked on the ground that 
the man's family is suffering and needs 
him, and there are many cases of that 
kind, the application. should be supported 
by the affidavits of responsible parties. 
The mere say so of an alderman or 4 
politician—his assertion that the misde- 
meanant ie “a good fellow, who never was 
in a scrape before”’—should not be suffi- 
cient. 

In a word, the mayor should not be per 
mitted to exercise the pardoning power un- 
til he has evidence before him which wil 
enable him to act intelligently. 


SCHOOL BOARD FINANCES. 

The expected has not failed to happen, 
but it has added an element of the unex- 
pected by happening earlier than was 
feared. One year ago the school board. 
of whose members only one-third were 
Mayor Dunne’s appointees, had $1,200,000 
on hand. Approximately the same sum 
had been on hand at the beginning of each 


of the previous ten years. This year, 1907, 


when more than two-thirds of the school 
board. owe their appointment to Mayor 


been unable to resist, it begins with no 
money in the treasury. The board has had 
to ask permission to borrow money on in- 


terest bearing warrants not exceeding in 


value one-half the tax levy for the year, 
in order to keep the schools open during 
the winter nionths. 

If the Dunne board during the six 
months of its management has eaten up 
the surplus of $1,200,000 which should 
have been available for the payment of 
teachers until the taxes begin coming in 
during February and March, what will the 
deficit probably be at the beginning of 
1908? It must be remembered that the 
biggest extravagances authorized by the 
present board have not yet gone into ef- 
fect. The shrinkage of $1,200,000 in the 
available funds of the board has taken 
place before the indiscriminate increase of 
salaries begins. The loss on coal contracts 
caused by failure to pay bills has not yet 
been felt. When these items begin to swell 
the monthly expenditures the deficit will 
grow larger and larger. It is a dark pros 
pect for the schools, whether temporary re- 
lief is afforded by borrowing money or not. 

Enough money is spent on the schools of 
Chicago to get the best teachers, to have 
sanitary schools well built, well heated, 
lighted, and ventilated, and to give the 
children the form of education suited to 
their special needs. There ig no need of 
running into debt. There has been no im- 
provement during the last year worth the 
$1,200,000 extra which has been spent. 
There is no improvement contemplated 
worth the $3,000,000 extra which the board 
has obtained ‘authorization to take from 
the future. 

There will be reckless extfavagance and 
growing deficits until the board shall have 
a business administration, Unless the peo- 
ple elect next April a mayor who will give 
it one the school fimances will be in as bad 
condition as those of Chicago were when 
Mayor Colvin went out of office.

Fortunately, the ruler in question is mostly 
away from home; and then, too, his coun- 
try is a small one: one of those petty states, 
indeed, which used to excite the ridicule 
and satire of Thackéray. One cannot quite 
step over it, but still it does not take long 
to go around it, especially in a fast motor, 
It is the principality of Schwarzburg-Son- 
dershausen, with an area of about. 800 
square miles, and a population of something 
over 70,000, of which a considerable ma- 
jority are women. This latter feature con- 
stitutes a peculiarity of most of the small 
independent states of Germany, for some 
reason or another, and the men there are 
consequently treated with much more con- 
sideration than elsewhere, owing to the sup- 
ply being inferior to the demand.

By the death of Mme. Gabriel Hanotaux 
last week, her husband, one of the foremost 


Dunne or te the influences which he has ‘statesmen of France, may be said to have 


been restored to public life, and to have re- 
covered his place in the political running 
for the premiership,.and for the presidency 
of the republic, which he was considered to 
have sacrificed two years ago through his 
marriage. His wife was Mme. Victorine 
Meyadelle, the mother of his two children, 
now in their teens, and the marriage had 
the effect of legitimizing them. It took 
place quietly in a village near Mantes, in 
the presence of only half a dozen of the 
statesman's most intimate friends, who, 
while they deplored what appeared to them 
to be the wreck of his political prospects, 
could not but respect and approve the mo- 
tives which led Hanotaux to offer this tardy 
reparation to his children and to their 
mother, 

The prestige of the republic suffered so 
cruelly during the presidency of Jules Grevy 
from the fact that he had married Mme. 
Grevy, Who had been his cook, only when 
their daughter, now the wife of Daniel Wil- 
son, had attained womanhood, that the 
French made up their mind that no one 
should ever be again permitted to hold the 
office of chief magistrate the antecedents 
of whose wife were not entirely above criti- 
cism and reproach. It was for this reason 
that Mme. Leonie Leon, who died about twe 
weeks ago, refused to the last to marry 
Gambetta, taking the ground that it would 
ruin his prospects of becoming president of 
the republic; and, like this Egeria of Gam- 
betta, Mme. Victorine Meyadelle refused for 
many years to wed Gabriel Hanotaux, leet 
he should injure his political future there- 
by. If her marriage was so long delayed, 
the fault was hers rather than his own, and 
when she eventually consented to wed him, it 
was with the utmost reluctance, in deference 
to his entreaties, and for the sake of their 
children, 

> 

There are other similar instances that I 
could mention of devotion and unselfish ab- 
negation on the part of women in the private 
lives of French statesmen; a condition of 
affairs arising largely from the fact that in 
some cases the leading men of the third 
republic in France have suddenly sprung 
into prominence, have achieved fame almost 
over night, and have been unwilling to aban 
don the women who have been their help- 
mates in the days of their obscurity and 
poverty. The action of the women in refus- 
ing to legitimize their position by marriage, 
lest it should injure the prospects of those 
to whom they have given their hearts, may 
not have been quite moral. But it is ad- 
mirable in the way of devotion; just as meri- 
torious, in fact, as the conduct of the men 
in declining to cut adrift from the compan- 
ions of their days of poverty. 

> 

Hanotaux, after his mourning has elapsed, 
will reönter public life once more, with the 
additional prestige of having done the right 
thing by his wife and children at what ap- 
peared at the time to be the sacrifice of 
his entire future political career. For there 
is no one who will not think more kindly 
of him today than formerly. Member of the 
academy, for many years minister of for- 
eign affairs of France, and famous through- 
out Europe as an author and as a historian, 
he is bound in the natural course of events 
to come once more to the front. The son 
and grandson of peasants, he betrays in his 
appearance his hunible origin, and his shoul- 
ders have the peculiar stoop of the tiller 
of the soil. He started life asa school teach- 
er, joined the staff of the Republique 
Francaise when it belonged to Gambetta, 
and was transferred by the latter from the 
paper to the department of foreign affairs, 
where he rapidly made his way.. - 

— 

Now that the project of the tunnel be- 
neath the sea between England and France 
has been taken up again in real earnest, it 
may be of interest to recall the fact that 
Queen Victoria was always strongly in favor 
of the enterprise, and on one occasion sent 
@ message to M. de Gamond, the eminent 
French engineer, who may be described as 
the father of the scheme, to the effect that 
“if he can accomplish it [the tunnel] I will 
give him my blessing in my own name, and 
in the name of all the women of England.” 

King Edward's father, the prince consort, 
was likewise enthusiastic in his support of 
the matter; but was bitterly opposed by 
Lord Palmerston, who protested against 
either the government or the people being 
called upon to contribute to a work the ob- 
ject of which was to shorten the distance 
“which we already find too short.” With 
his characteristic brusquerie, old Pam 
cut short all further arguments of the prince 
by exclaiming, * You would think quite dif- 
ferently if you had been born on this 
island.“ King Edward is known to have 
inherited the views of his parents about 
the matter, and now that, thanks to the 
entente cordiale the English government has 
no further ground for placing any obstacle 
in the way of the enterprise, its success may 
be regarded as virtually assured. 

— . 

The late Lady Burdett-Coutts was a fre- 
quent visitor to Paris, where she had many 
friends, especially among the Orleanist set, 
which never forgot the manner in which she 
had virtually saved from confiscation the 
greater part of the private property of the 
royal house of Orleans after the revolution 
of 1848, and the subsequent restoration of 
the empire. On one occasion she met wit 
a curious experience while visiting the great 
Trois Quartiers department store on the 
Boulevard be Madeleine in Paris. She noted 
that, on being passed on from one depart- 
ment to another by the salesmen and sales- 
women, it was always with the remark of 
„ deux-dix.”” Escorted from counter to 
counter, everywhere the cabalistic words of 
„ two-ten were repeated. The baroness 
endeavored in vain to find out what they 
meant, but finally in the evening by a lib- 
éral tip to one of the errand boys of the 
store obtained the explanation. It means,“ 
he said, “keep your two eyes on her ten 
Angers.“ The mystery was solved. The 
richest woman of England, the principal 
owner of Coutts’ bank, and multi-millionatre 
philanthropist, had been taken for a shop 
lifter.

Public Pays the Piper. 


It is contended the effect of the increase of 
Great Northern stock, as well as that of St. 
Paul, will be to make the annual fixed charges 
of the companies considerably higher, and in 
order to meet them the people will be re- 
quired to pay higher freight rates and pas- 
senger fares. 

The president appreciates this feature of 
the railroad situation and is anxious that a 
national remedy should be provided. He 
stated in his last annual message that ac- 
tions of state legislatures had produced noth- 
ing but ineffective chaos in the way of deal- 
‘ing with great corporations which do not 


operate exclusively within the limits of any | 


one state. Substantially all corporations, in- 
cluding of course railroads, are creatures of 


different states, and it has been well said that 
the diversity of the corporation law is such 


that the operation of it amounts to anarchy. 
There is a wide difference of opinion be- 
tween the states in the principles upon which 
their gorporation legislation is founded. The 
states have become bidders against each 
other for corporation revenue, and the cor- 
poration usually transacts comparatively lit- 
tle business in the state which charters K.

The government inetituted proceedings 
some years ago and secured dissolution of 
the Northern Securities company, which rep- 
resented a merger of the Great Northern and 
Northern Pacific. In spite of this successful 
litigation, a combinatien of the two roads 
continues to exist, according to complaints 
made to the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, and an investigation is no in progress. 

> 


Government’s Hands Tied. 


The Harriman situation, by which is meant 
control by one interest of the Union Pacific, 
Oregon Short Line; and the Southern Pacific, 
which are competing lines, will be investi- 
gated, commencing tomorrow,by the commis- 
sion. But even after the investigations are 
concluded it will be impossible for the govern- 
ment to compel the several roads involved to 
engage in real competition. It may be that 
suits under the anti-trust law will be in- 
stituted, but even so it is admitted they will 
accomplish no effective result. 

These considerations are responsible for 
the determination of the president to urge 
congress more strongly than ever to pass a 
law specifically granting to the federal gov- 
ernment control over corporations. He has 
no plan of his own. He is willing there 
should be a national license law, which Com- 
missioner of Corporations Garfield earnestly 
favors, or to have congress devise a method. 

Mr. Garfield believes the United States 
should be authorized to issue franchises to 
corporations authorizing them to engage in 
interstate commerce. This franchise would 
be beyond the power cf the states to tax 
and fix conditions essential for reform of cor- 
porations. 

— 


Curb on Inordinate Profits Needed. 

It is believed the system which would be 
created would afford stability, uniformity, 
and to the extent of their federal franchises 
render corporations exempt from state con- 
trol. The president wants legislation to be 
of such characte? as, will tend to put a stop 
to the securing of inordinate profits by fa- 
vored individuals at the expense of the gen- 
eral public, stockholders, or wage workers. 

Representative Volstead of Minnesota to- 
day introduced in the house a bill designed 
to prevemt the overcapitalization of railroads. 
Before introducing his measure, Mr. Vol- 
stead talked with members of the interstate 
commerce committee of the house and found 
an encouraging desire to take the subject 
up for consideration. There is no reason to 
believe, however, there will be legislation 
during the present short session. 

The Volstead bill provides that when a 
common carrier engaged in interstate com- 
merce wishes to increase its capital stock, it 
shall apply for permission to the interstate 
commerce commission. Thereupon a hearing 
shall be held by the commission as to the 
purposes] for which the increase is desired, 
and the amount, and it shall decide how 
much if any increase shall be authorized.

President Murphy of the Chicago Nation- 
als, discussing the flurry over schedules, said 
the draft which he sent President Johnson 
of the American league at the request of the 
other members of the National's schedule 
committee was merely tentative in form, but 
that the main features of it, such as the 
length of the season and the date for open- 
ing, probably would be adhered to by the 
National league. 

“In sending the schedule,” he continued, 
“we expected to have its receipt acknowl- 
edged and to have a schedule submitted in 
return by the American league; then let the 
two committees get together and rearrange 
them until satisfactory as far as possible.

Mr. Murphy also announced that in the 
tentative draft the Chicago club was sched- 
uled to open in St. Louis with a five game 
series, beginning on April 11, and to close 
the race im Chicago on Oct. 6, with St. Louls 
as the opposing team.

No Meeting of Committee. 

President Johnson of the American league 
announced there would be no meeting of the 
schedule committees in Cincinnati next week. 
It was not the American league's Idea, he 
explained, in asking for the appointment of 
joint schedule committees that the actual 
work of making out detailed schedules should 
devolve on those committees. That plan 
was tried in the first year of peace and did 
not prove satisfactory to either league. We 
desired to have the committees confer and 
agree on the main features of the schedules, 
such as the length of the season and the 
opening and holiday dates, and leave the de- 
tails to be worked out by Mr. Pulllam and 
myself as they have been in recent years. 

“That plan has worked satisfactorily to 
all parties eo far as I have heard, but has 
been handicapped’ by certain arbitrary in- 
structions voted by the National league each 
year. It was to avoid this friction that a 
joint conference was suggested this year, 
and at our league meeting no action was 
taken regarding the length of the season or 
its opening, intending to leave those matters 
to the committees. The National league hav- 
ing fixed by vote the length of its season and 
its committee already having drafted a 
schedule, there does not seem to be any rea- 
son for holding the conference originally in- 
tended. 

“I received a letter from 
mann of the national commission today re- 
plying to mine on the subject. He agrees 
with me regarding the scope of the schedule 

committees.”’

COMISKEY PINS 


FAITH TO FIENE. 


Sions Young Pitcher Who 


Was Kept on the Pay Roll 
Idle Last Lear. 


VIEWS ON THE npc: sp 


Both President Johnson and 


President Murphy Explain 
Their Action.

President Comiskey of the White Sox, who 
has been wrestling with a 1906 cold, made his 
first 1907 appearance downtown yeaterday 
and found the signed contract of Pitcher 
Louis Fiene and a delegation of railroad men 
awaiting him at his office. 

Fiene’s contract was added to the already 


: large bundle of 1907 contracts in Comiskey’s 


desk, with the comment that that boy is 
going to be one of the star pitchers of the 
country before long. and I showed what I 
thought of him last year by carrying him a 


whole season on the bench.” a 

Word was received from Nick Altrock that 
he was on his way to Chicago to have a con- 
ference with Comiskey and sign his contract, 
as Nick is opposed to transacting importent 
business. at long range. 

The delegation of local railroad men was 
explained by the fact the contract for haul- 
ing the world’s champions to and from the 
City of Mexico N spring has not been 
closed, and each ! is vying with theothers 
in assuring the comfort of the players on the 


long journey. 
Merely Tentative Schedule. 


President Murphy of the Chicago Nation- 
als, discussing the flurry over schedules, said 
the draft which he sent President Johnson 
of the American league at the request of the 
other members of the National's schedule 
committee was merely tentative in form, but 
that the main features of it, such as the 
length of the season and the date for open- 
ing, probably would be adhered to by the 
National league. 

“In sending the schedule,” he continued, 

“we expected to have its receipt acknow!l- 
edged and to have a schedule submitted in 
return by the American league; then let the 
two committees get together and rearrange 
them until satisfactory as far as possible. 


Opening an. Closing Dates. 

Mr. Murphy also announced that in the 
tentative draft the Chicago club was sched- 
uled to open in St. Louis with a five game 
series, beginning on April 11, and to close 
the race in Chicago on Oct. 6, with St. Louls 
as the opposing team. 

The provisional draft gives the Spuds six- 
at 
home. They are billed for Decoration day 
at home with Pittsburg, for July 4 at Pitts- 
burg, and Labor day at St. Louis. “ The 
schedule has not been adopted, however,“ 
explaine@ President Murphy, and will not 
be until the February meeting, consequently 
none of the dates at present may be the offi- 
clal ones except the opening and the length 
of the season. I expect now to leave on Sun- 
day for Cincinnati for the national commis- 
sion meeting, at which the question of 
schedules may be discussed.” 


No Meeting of Committee. 

President Johnson of the American league 
announced there would be no meeting of the 
schedule committees in Cincinnati next week. 
It was not the American league’s idea, he 
explained, in asking for the appointment of 
joint schedule committees that the actual 
work of making out detailed schedules should 
devolve on those committees. That plan 
was tried in the first year of peace and did 
not prove satisfactory to either league. We 
desired to have the committees confer and 
agree on the main features of the schedules, 
such as the length of the season and the 
opening and holiday dates, and leave the de- 
tails to be worked out by Mr. Pulliam and 
myself as they have been in recent years. 

“That plan has worked satisfactorily to 
all parties so far as I have heard, but has 
been handicapped: by certain arbitrary in- 
structions voted by the National league each 
year. It was to avoid this friction that a 
joint conference was suggested this year, 
and at our league meeting no action was 
taken regarding the length of the season or 
its opening, intending to leave those matters 
to the committees. The National league hav- 
ing fixed by vote the length of its season and 
its committee already having drafted a 
schedule, there does not seem to be any rea- 
son for holding the conference originally in- 
tended.
